HE Right Honourable RICHARD BARRY, Earl of 
BARRYMORE, Viſcount Buttevant, Baron Barry of 


Olethan, and Ibawne, ſucceeded his father 1 Auguſt 1773. 


This noble family are ſaid to derive their name from the 
iſland of Barry, in the county of Glamorgan in Wales, (fo 


called from Baruch an holy man buried there) and from 


their great riches and eſtates have been called by the people 
Barrymore, or Barry the Great. William Barry marrving 
Angareth, daughter of Neſta, and niece to the Prince of 


South Wales, by her had Robert, Philip, Walter, and 
Gerald; the latter, who was ſtiled Cambrenfis, from the 


word Cambria, which in old time was given to that part of 


Britain now called Pembrokeſhire, where he was born, was 
Secretary to King Henry II. and Tutor to Earl John, that 


King's ſon, whom he attended into Ireland, and wrote a 


deſcription of the country, as before he had done of England 
and Wales; and after his return, was made Biſhop of St. 


David's. Sir Robert, in the year 1170, went into Ireland, 
where he did great ſervice for Dermont King of Leinſter, 


againſt Donald King of Oſſory; and Philip his brother 


marrying the fiſter of Robert Fitz-Stephen, the ſaid Robert 
gave to William the ſon of Philip, three cantreds of land in 


the county of Cork. In the year 1229, the ſaid Philip

THE Right Hon. CHARLES HENRY COOTE, 
1 Earl of MOUNTRATH, Viſcount Caftle-Coote, . 
Baron of Caſtle-Cuff, and Baronet, ſucceeded his father

HE Right Honourable GEORGE FORBES, Earl and 


Viſcount of GRANARD, Baron of Clanehugh, and 
Baronet, ſucceeded his father, the late Earl, April 1780. 


The firſt conſpicuous perſon of this family was one Alex- 


ander Forbes, who, in the year 1303, reſolutely defended 


his Caſtle of Urquhart in Murray, againſt Edward I. of : 


England ; but at length having it ſtormed, he and the

which he made donations to the Priory of St. Andrew; and 
is witneſs to ſome of the Charters made by King David, 
and his fon Prince Henry, before the year 1152. He dying 
without iſſue male, Sir Richard de Maule, his nephew, 
carried on the line of the family, and was ſucceeded by 
his ſon Sir Peter de Maule, who about the year 1224, in the

HE Right Honourable GEORGE ROCHFORT, 

Earl of BELVEDERE, Viſcount and Baron of Bel 
field, born October 12, 1738, ſucceeded his father the late 
Earl, November 5, 1774.

Walter, the younger ſon, was father of 
James Rochfort of Aghery, in the county of Wicklow, 
who had two ſons and three daughters, James, killed by:

Roſe, Mary and Lettice. Prime-iron, during the courſe of 
the rebellion, was a Lieutenant-Colonel, but happening to 
kill his Major, was ſhot by the ſentence of a Court-Martial, 
May 14, 1652. He married 'Fhomaſin, daughter of Col. 
Pigot, by whom he had two ſons and three daughters, viz. 
Charles, Robert, Thomaſin, Dorothy and Mary. Charles, 
the eldeſt ſon, was ſeated at Streamſtown, in Weſtmeath, 


and was anceſtor of the family there. Robert was born 


December 9, 1652, and was choſen recorder of Londonderry, 
before he was twenty-eight years of age. On the reduction 
of Ireland, by King William, he was appointed one of the 
three Commiſſioners of the great ſeal, having the year before 
been attainted, and had his eſtate forfeited by King James's 
Parliament. On June 6, 1695, he was appointed Attorney 
General, and was ſoon after returned to Parliament, 
Member for the Shire of Weſtmeath, and choſen Speaker 
of the Houſe of Commons. He was by Queen Anne, on 
June 3o, 1707, conſtituted chief Baron of the Exchequer, 
but he was removed upon the Queen's death.

March 24, 1762, Earl Bective, OR, 28, 1766; and Ent. 
of St. Patrick. He married July 4, 17c4, Jane, eldeſt 
daughter of Hercules-Langford Rowley, Eſq. by whom he 
has had iſſue, Elizabeth, who died younos.—Thomas, Viſc.

This noble Lord is deſcended from Thomas Taylor, of 
Battle in Suſſex, who in 1602, purchaſed of John Page and 
William Delves, Efqrs. a large tract of land in the manor 
of Stonham, in the ſaid county, on which he lived, and 
died in Sept. 1629, aged ſeventy, leaving ifſue two ſons, 
John and Nicholas.

HE Right Honourable EDWARD STRATFORD, 
92 Earl of ALDBOROUGH, of the Palatinate of Upper 
Ormond, Viſcount Amiens and Aldborough, and Baron 
of Baltinglaſs, in the county of Wicklow, who was choſen 
for Taunton, at the general election, and repreſented Bal- 
tinglaſs, in the four laſt and preſent Parliaments. He is 
alſo governor of the county of Wicklow, F. R. S. He ſuc- 
cCeeded his father John, May 29, 1777, and married Bar- 
bara, ſole heireſs to the late Honourable Nicholas Herbert, 
of Great Glenham, in the county of Suffolk, uncle to the 
Earl of Pembroke, and Lord Porcheſter, by Anne North, 
otherwiſe, Herbert his wife, coheireſs of Dudley North, of

This nobleman is of a very antient and noble family, 
paternally of Engliſh and maternally of Iriſh extraction. 
The Stratford (or Engliſh) of mixed origin, the Oneals 
(or Iriſh) ſcarce to be traced to its ſource. Of the former 
Gualtera de Lupella, vulgarly called Lovel, or Tonci, ac- 
cording to Cambden, are from Amiens, the capital of Pic- 
ardy in France, who as Sir Thomas ' Chatterton the anti- 
quarian aſſerts, came to England with William the Con- 
. e was at the battle of Haſtings, as appears by 
the Stowe roll of Battle Abby. This Gualtera, married 
Allotte de Ewe, of the city of Ewe, in Normandy, and his 
iſſue mixing with the Stratfords of Saxon deſcent, formed 
the common anceſtor of this houſe, who took the name of 
the female, as was cuſtomary in thoſe days, if the maternal 
was of a more diſtinguiſhed lineage than the paternal. The 
name of Stratford is, however, clearly of Grecian import, 
and is derived from Zrpal72n;, i. e. a leader or the fong of 
armies ; from Erpalog, Excercitus, and on, Cantus; and 
the rather as the arms of the noble peer are the ſame as 
thoſe of Alexander the Great, which atchievement or bear- 
ing his ſeveral generals wore on their banners, and aſſumed 
at his death, on their diviſion of his mighty empire.

Stratford on Avon was founded by Stratford, 300 years 
before the Conqueſt, agreeable to the authority of the ſame 
antiquarian. The monaſtery of Stratford, in the ſee of 
Worcelter, was founded by Stratford, anno 872. Edward 
Stratford, of Anſley, in Warwickſhire, married Anne 
Bracebridge, anno 1057, according to Cambden, who alſo 
mentions. 15 towns and 2 hundreds in England of the name 
of Stratford. Clapton, in Warwickſhire, which contain- 
ed 10 hydes in the Conqueror*s ſurvey, belonged to Robert 
de Stratford, according to Dugdale ; who alſo fays, that 
Morton Bagot came to Robert de Stratford by the Con- 
queror's gift. He alſo poſſeſſed Wolverton in the Con- 
queror's time. Robert de Stratford, founded Stratford 
onci, in memory of his anceſtor, in Wiltſhire, in Rich- 
ard Il's reign. He poſſeſſed alſo Horton Limoſi and Wool- 
verdinton, now Hampton, the 13th of John, 1211, and a 
Stratford owned Willy, in Edward I's time, Thomas Strat- 
ford, Archdeacon of Glouceſter, owned the manor of 
| Shottery, the 3 iſt of Edward I. and alſo Dodwell, Ryvine, 
Cliford, Stratford, Biſhops Manor, of Old Stratford, 
 Bruſhwood, Wooton, Biſhopſden Warren, and divers other 
manors and lordſhips in Berks, Northampton, and Stafford- 
. ſhire; and Wighorn, Lincoln, Orford in Suffolk, beſtowed 
on him by the Conqueror, and deſcended from that great 
and noble family of the Tonci totius Normandiæ Signifer. 
Mockley alſo belonged to him, and Allenhole, Butler, 
Whitley, Langley, Edſtone, Bearty, and Ufford, as report- 
ed by Cambden ; by which it appears, that this antient 
and renowned fly founded many towns, and were poſ- 
ſeſſed of many manors at very early periods, in the coun- 
ties of Cheſhire, Stafford, Warwick, Glouceſter, Wor- 
ceſter, Northampton, Wilts, Berks, Bucks, Herts, Bed- 
ford, Somerſet, Middleſex, Eſſex, and Suffolk, which to

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ſuit of bis rival and enemy, Hugh de Lacy; but the King 
ſending the third time, he made anſwer, that for the crown 
and dignity of the realm, he would hazard his life. 

The day of combat being appointed (in Normandy) the 
"Earl's own ſword was ſent for out of Ireland; but when the 
day came, and every thing was ready for the fight, and the 

Champions were entered the liſts, in the preſence of the 
Kings of England, France, and Scotland, the French 
Champion, not liking the ſtrong proportion of the Earl's 
body, nor the terrible weapon he bore in his hand, when 
the trumpets ſounded the laſt charge, he ſet ſpurs to his 
'horſe, broke through the liſts, and fled into Spain, from 
whence he never returned. The French Champion thus 
taking his flight, the victory was adjudged to the Earl of 
Ulſter: but the King hearing of his great ſtrength, and 
being willing to ſee ſome trial of it, then ordered an helmet 
of excellent proof, full faced with mail, to be Jaid on a 
block of wood, which the Earl with one blow cut aſunder, 
and ftruck his ſword ſo deep into the wood, that none there 
preſent but himſelf could draw it out again; which ſword, - 
together with his armour, are to this day preſerved in the 
Tower of London. After this noble performance, the King 
reſtored him to his former titles and eſtate, which was valued 
at that time at twenty-five thouſand marks ſterling, per 
annum (a vaſt income in thoſe days) and likewiſe bade him 
aſk for any thing elſe in his gift, he had a mind to, and it 
mould be granted; upon which the Earl replied, he had 
titles and eftate enough, but deſired that he and his ſuc- 
ceſſors, the heirs male of his family (after him) might have 
the privilege (after their firſt obeiſance) to be covered in 
the royal preſence of him and his ſucceſſors, Kings of Eng- 
land; which the King granted, and the ſaid privilege is

the Earl of Roſs ſhould be the King's Lieutenant from the 
river Forth northwards, and James Earl of Douglas, Knight 
of the Garter, then in London, who had fled there, anno 
145 5, on account of a former conſpiracy entered into with 
this Earl (with the Earls of Crawfurd, Murray, and Ormond) _ 
ſhould be the Lieutenant from the Forth to the borders. 
The Earl of Roſs had a penſion of zool. from King Edward. 
which was conſiderably greater than the Duke of Glou- 
ceſter's. It does not appear that this conſpiracy was ever put 
in practice; and as fifteen years elapſed between the confe- 
deracy and the forfeiture, the Earl of Roſs was not aware 
of his danger, and King Edward forgot that part of the 
ſtipulation where it was expreſsly provided, that no peace 
was to be made between the two Kings, without his being 
included. In the interim he kept at a diſtance from Court, 
and did not ſit in Parliament; the cauſe of his diſguſt was 
owing to ſome offences from the guardians of the young 
King during his minority, and being excluded from an in- 
timate concern in the adminiſtration of publick affairs, to 
which his propinquity in blood entitled him. The Earl of 
Athol was commanded to attack him with a powerful fleet, 
but he previouſly wrote to the Earl to ſubmit to the King's 
clemency, which advice he prudently followed, and ſub- 
mitting himſelf accordingly, the Earldom of Roſs was an- 
nexed to the Crown, Nov. 27, 1475; but King James re- 
ſtored him to the Lordſhip of the Iſles, at the requeſt of 
the Queen and whole Parliament aſſembled at Edinburgh, 
Joly 25, 1476. This Earl married Elizabeth, daughter 
of James Lord Livingſton, Lord High Chamberlain of Scot- 
land, by whom he had no iſſue. The Lordſhip of the Iſles 
devolved upon Donald, his grandſon, fon of Angus, his 
natural ſon, by Iſabel, daughter of Colin, Earl of Argyll, 
who dying unmarried, King James V. aſſumed the lord- 
- ſhip of the Iles, though according to the Act of Reſtoration 
it was provided to his heir male, conſequently the right of 
ſucceſſion came to the family of Slate, the deſcendants of 
Hugh of Iſle, brother of John Earl of Roſs, whoſe deſcen- 
dants have been always diſtinguiſhed from the other tribes « 
of the name, and called Macdonalds abſolutely and by way 
of eminence.

Longford, who was poſſeſſed of an eſtate there of about 
46001. per annum, which he left to his only ſon, Pooley

When he was ſummoned by the Commiſſfioners to Carrick- 
fergus during the exile of Charles the Second) to take the 
oath of fidelity to the commonwealth of England, without 
King and Houſe of Lords; he (though a Diſſenter) poſi- 
tively refuſed it; and for his refuſal, and other non- com- 
mcg we with the courſes of thoſe times, he was to have 
een tranſported to ſome diftant part of Ireland, but news 
ſoon arrived of Oliver's taking upon him the title of Lord 
Protector, to the no ſmall confuſion of the Commiſſioners, 
and the ſatisfaction and reputation of Mr. Upton, who con- 
tinued firm in the allegiance to his lawful Prince. The 
Government thought him fit to be a Magiſtrate; and his 
country to be a member of Parliament for above forty years; 
n which capacities he was faithful both to God and man, 
adhering to the intereſt of religion as a good Chriſtian, aſ- 
ſerting the liberties of his country | as | a true patriot, and 
e „ maintaining 
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maintaining the authority and honour of Government, as a 


faithful ſubject. He was not to be biaſſed againſt his 
conſcience, neither by frowns nor ſmiles. He hated a tem- 
poriſing ſpirit, and flattery and diſſimulation were his aver- 
fion. He had courage to _—— own principles, and ad- 
here to his perſecution in the worſt of times, in face of the 

reateſt oppoſition. He lived under diverſe revolutions, 
both of civil and church government, and was uniformly the 
ſame. He was appointed by- Government to defend the 
county of Antrim, and the contiguous northern counties, 


at the time of the rebellion, which he did, by frequently 


repelling and routing the rebels. He was a repreſentative 
for the county of Antrim. He married Dorothy, daughter 


of Michael Beresford, of Colerain, in Ireland, Eſq. by 
whom he had iſſue eight ſons, and ten daughters. 
Of the ſons, Henry Upton, the eldeſt, was born Auguſt 
15, 1654, and died unmarried. Michael, ſecond ſon, was 
born Dec. 18, 1656, and died unmarried. Arthur, third ſon, 
born October 26, 1658, a Captain of foot, was ſlain at 
the battle of Aghraim, in Ireland, 1691, unmarried. Clot- 
worthy Upton, of Caſtle Upton, in the county of Antrim, 
fourth ſon and heir, was born Jan. 6, 1665, and ſucceeded his 
father in the honours of the county. At the fiege of 
Limerick he raiſed a party of men, and joined the army of 
King William III. before that town, attacked the breach 
with the Forlorn Hope, entered it ſingiy ſword in hand;

Arthur Upton, the ſecond of that name, and fifth fon, 
was born January 25, 1669, and died unmarried. John, 
the ſixth ſon, of whom hereafter, Hercules Upton, ſeventh 
ſon, born September 24, 1673, died unmarried. Thomas 
Upton, eighth ſon, born Auguſt 4, 1677, was King's 
Council and Recorder of Londonderry, He married Sarah 
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Rowley, daughter of Hugh Rowley, of Tubbermore, in 
the county of Derry, and had iſſue Dorothy, married to 
Thomas Tenniſon, Eſq. ſecond Juſtice of the Common- 
Pleas in Ireland. He was Repreſentative of the county of 
Antrim, and afterwards 1 for the city. of London- 
derry, which he repreſented to his death. John Upton, 
above-mentioned, of Caſtle-Upton, fixth fon, was born 
April 19, 1671. He was a Captain in King William's 
army, and aſſiſted at the forming of the citadeF of Liege, 
where he was wounded. He was engaged as Lieutenant- 
Colonel of Dragoons, at the memorable battle of Almanza, 
under Lord Galway, who, for his ſpirited conduct that 
day, gave him the command of the regiment, upon the 
death of Colonel Killegrew, killed at the beginning of 
the action. He was afterwards a Colonel by brevet. He 
was twice Repreſentative for the county of Antrim, and mar- 
ried, on the 1oth of March, 1711, to Mary, only daugh- 
ter of Francis Upton, before-mentioned, by whom he had 
iſſue three ſons, and five daughters. Of the ſons, Arthur 
Upton, of Caſtle-Uptoo, eldeſt ſon and heir, was born Jan. 
9, 1715. He ſerved twenty-ſix years in Parliament, was 
Deputy-Governor .of the county of Antrim, and, was ap- 
pointed a Member of his Majeſty's moſt honourable Privy- 
Council in Ireland. He married, firſt, Sophia, daughter 
of Michael Ward, of Caſtle- Ward, in the county of Down, 
and one of the Judges of the King's Bench in Ireland, by 
whom he had no ifſue. He married, ſecondly, Sarah, 
daughter of Pole Coſby, of Lix, in the Queen's County, 
Eſq. by whom he had no iſſue.

This family originally was a Lancaſhire family, ſettled 
upon an eſtate and manor, named after themſelves, and 
which is to this day in the poſſeſſion of the preſent Lord; 
_ whereon-are the remains of the old manſon of the family, 
and which went to decay, from the family removing from 
this county into that of Cumberland, about 40 years 
before the Conqueſt. They derive their pedigree from Ga- 
mel de Pennington, who was a very conſiderable perſon 
before and at the Conqueſt, as appears by ſeveral ancient 


rolls, 
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Fills, regiſters, and records; from whom the preſent Lord is 
derived in a lineal deſcent of numerous anceſtors of note. 
And to inſtance ſome of them, in the 2cth Edward I. lived 
Sir William de Pennington, Knight, to whom that King 
granted a free chace in both the counties of Lancaſhire 
and Cumberland, a favour of great mark and difſtinftion 
In thoſe times. He was ſucceeded by Sir John de Penning - ” 
ton, Knight, in the 17 Edward II. Sir Allan de Penning- 
ton, Knight, lived 4th Henry IV. and married D. Preſton, 
by whom he had iſſue, Sir John (the ſecond) de Pennington, 
Knight, who ſucceeded his father in the 4th Henry VI. to 
which unfortunate prince this Sir John was much attached, 
and gave him a ſecret reception at Mealcaſter, or Mulcaſter, a 
now Muncaſter, for ſome time, when in his flight from his 
enemies. In return, that King gave him acuriouſly-wrought _ 7 
glaſs cup, with this bleſſing to the family, that they ſhould 
ever proſper, and hever want a male heir, ſo long as th 
mould preſerve it unbroke, which the ſuperſtition of thoſe 
times imagined to carry good Fortune, and called it, The 
Aci of Muncafter, and the family have the glaſs ſtill, as a 
teſtimony of that prince's good-will to them.

HE Right Honourable RICHARD PENNANT, 
Baron PENRHYN, of Penrhyn, in the county of 
Lowth, created the 26th of September, 1783; was elected 
Member for Petersfield, in the firſt Parliament after his 
Majeſty's acceſſion, and ſerved in the two ſubſequent Par- 
liaments for the borough of Liverpool. He married, in 
1795s Ann-Suſannah, the daughter and heir of Lieutenant- 
General Warburton, of Winnington, in the county of 
Cheſter.
